Those killed were Coxswain Shoe- 


maker^ Corporal Haggerty and Sea- 
man Puissett, all of the 
battleship 


Florida. The name of the fourth man 
could not be learned. 


The wounded include C. L. Leahy, 


U. Schwartz, C. D. Cameron,' J. F. 
Plese, seamen of the Florida; Electri- 
cian Geisburn, of the Florida, and D. 
D. McMillan, private, Second Marine 
regiment, from the transport Prairie. 


Desultory firing was in progress for 


several hours, according to a dispatch 
from Rear Admiral Fletcher. At first 
the garrison had appeared to tie vdtfl- 
drawing. American Consxil Canaia re- 
ported this to the state department, 
but when the American forces reached 
the custom house the Mexicans opened 
with rifle and artillery fire. 


The transport Prairie immediately 


began shelilng the Mexican positions, 
slowly driving them out. The Mexi- 
cans fought from the housetops and 
along the streets. 


The American 
forces hare taken 


possession of the cable office and hold 
the American consulate and the sec- 
tion of the city in the vicinity of the 
wharves. 


May Recall O'Shaughnessy. 


While no formal action was taken 


by the president it is believed that 
Charge d'Affaires O'Shaughnessy will 
be immediately recalled from Mexico 
City, and that the Mexican charge at 
Washington, 
Senor Aigara, will be 


given his passports without delay. 


The first news of the fighting at 


Vera Cruz and the seizure of the city 
comes in this report from Admiral 
Fletcher, received at the navy depart 
ment: 


"Tuesday, in face of approaching 


norther, landed marines and sailors 
from Utah, ^Florida and Prairie and 
seized custom house. Mexican forces 
did not oppose landing, but opened fire 
with rifles and artillery after our seiz 
ure of custom house. Pra'rie shelling 
Mexicans out of their positions. De- 
sultory firing from house tops and 
streets. Hold custom house and sec- 
tions of city in vicinity of wharves and 
consulate. Casualties four dead and 
twenty wounded." 


It was followed in about an hour by 


another dispatch from Admiral Fletch- 
er, which read: 


"Holding the vicinity of the railroad 


station and the yards, and desultory 
firing continues. Also holding the vi- 
cinity of custom house and cable of- 
fice. Light norther is blowing." 


Later Admiral Fletcher sent, this 


dispatch: 


"Our men are firing only when fired 


at. We prepared a flag of truce, with 
message to General Maas to cease fil- 
ing or our big guns would be used. 
No wabout 1000 marines and sailors 
ashore. All business here suspended." 


A hurried conference was called at 


the White House, President WJlsou 
sumoning Secretaries Bryan, Garrison 
and Daniels. They were in conference 
for over an hour, and emerged serious 
faced.

house, raised the American flag and 
skirmished with the Mexican garri­ 
son. 


Those killed were Coxswain Shoe­ 
maker, Corporal Haggerty and Sea­ 
man Puissett, all of the 
battleship 
Florida. The name of the fourth man 
could not be learned. 


The wounded include C, L. Leahy, 
U. Schwartz, 
C. D. Cameron, 
J. F. 
Plese, seamen of the Florida; Electri­ 
cian Geisburn, of the Florida, and D. 
D. McMillan, private, Second Marine 
regiment, from the transport Prairie. 


Desultory liring was in progress for 
several hours, according to a dispatch 
from Rear Admiral Fletcher. At first 
the garrison had appeared to be with­ 
drawing. American Consul Canada re­ 
ported this to the state department, 
but when the American forces reached 
the custom house the Mexicans opened 
with rifle and artillery fire. 


The transport Prairie immediately 
began shelling the Mexican positions, 
slowly driving them out. The Mexi­ 
cans fought from the housetops and 
along the streets. 


The American 
force« have taken 
possession of the cable office and hold 
the American consulate and the sec­ 
tion of the city in the vicinity of the 
wharves. 


May Recall O’Shaughnetsy. 


While no formal action was taken 
by the president it is believed that 
Charge d'Affaires O'Shaughnessy will 
be immediately recalled from Mexico 
City, and that the Mexican charge at 
Washington, 
Senor Algara, will be 
given his passports without delay.

the street to laugh, and when one 
Mexican peon ran for cover, having 
had the temerity to shout at the top 
of his voice “Viva Mexico!“ loud guf­ 
faws came from the onlookers. 


But the lull was not indicative or 
compliance. A few shots came within 
a few minutes and later a brief ex­ 
change, and the spectators, whoje cu­ 
riosity alone brought them into the 
streets, lingered, thinking it was only 
a show of resistance. 


But after another brief interval the 
fighting hr.; : in earnest and hour af 
tor hour the Movirnns continued to op­ 
pose tilc Americans, fiercely In some 
quarters, although the main body ap 
par^Atiy seemed ready to quit.

The cargo of war munitions for the 
.Federal gov rnmmit aboard the Yplr-

Captain Muse, Hear Admiral Fletch­ 
er's chief of staff, tried to ascertain

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< no orders to tho admiral» It wan 
said, conferred the broadest authority 
upon him and directed that If necee* 
sary he tahc the town of Vera Cru* a* 
well as the custom houae, to prevent 
the landing of the munitions. 


Officials said the admiral might act 
In several way*. He might wait until 
the German veneel had landed her cargo 
unmolested and then take*, the custom 
hones and the munitions, or when the 
vessel comes to port he might seise 
the customs house, and If the guns 
were landed they would come into pos­ 
session of the American forces. That 
the steamship might take her cargo to 
some other port was a possibility of 
which the officials were cognizant. 


Senator Lodge In the senate said: 
“In a situation of high seriousness 
such as now confronts congress, It Is 
well to remember the responsibility 
of the senate,” he began. “The power 
to declare war rests under the const!* 
tutlon with the congress. 


“When the president lays an Inter­ 
national controversy before congresa 
he takes the last step that precedes 
war,“ continued Mr. Lodge, “The pres­ 
ident might have taken further steps, 
but he has come to the body which 
alone has the power to declare war. I 
think he has done well.“

Clifton G. \Vhite, a Luih 
erau minister, of Mille sburg, who wa 
graduated from Gettysburg College ISO 
and trout the Seminary three years later 
Rev. Mr. White is (he victim of one o 
the oddest freaks known to the medka 
and surgical world. His Health became 
impaired and for the past two years he 
Buffered a great deal because of the growth 


Dr.'J. G. Bloodgood, of Baltimore, was 


called to Harrisburg, where he met Rev. 
Mr. \\ bite and made an examination. It 
was then that Dr. Bloodgood made an an- 
nouncement which was starting, to ali 
who were familiar with the case. 
After 


the first examination the noted surgeon 
said that to him it looked as though if an 
operation were performed and the growth 
opened it would show that the partly 
grown body of a child would be found im- 
bedded in the, flesh of the patient's leg. 


Rev. Mr. White was taken Johns Hop 


kins Hopital where surgery was resorted 
o, and it is eaid that the result provea 
Dr. Bloodgood's diagnosis to be correct. 
The sarcoma was about 12 inches in length. 
It was found impossible to remove the 
body of the partly grown child because of 
its inextricable association with important 
blood vessels. 


About three weeks ago it was decided 


to use radium in the treatment of the case 
and the patient was taken to St. Agnes' 
Hospital where the radium treatment was 
continued, He showed considerable im- 
provement, and at the hospital it was 
stated on Thursday that the patient had 
been taken back to his home. It is said 
that in the treatment of the case $150,000 
worth of radium was periodically placed 
over the sarcoma with five»inch blocks of 
lead interposed and slight burns adminis 
tered, Under this method of treatment 
it is said the patient amazed all because 
of his rapid improvement. 


Rev. Mr. White's case is similar to that 


of a Japanese which startled the medical 
world a few months ago. It was found 
that he was suffering from a similar com* 
plaint and an operation disclosed a mal- 
formed child in the growth which had re- 
sembled a tumor. As in Mr. 'White's 
case the trouble was the outgrowth of a 
twin malformation. The preacher is only 
about 33 years of age.

try made famous by the wonderful 
breakfast cakes like mufTns and pop* 
overs. The secret of success in any 
line is painstaking care and she or he> 
who gains a reputation in any line !• 
one who not only does things* well, but 
does them a little better than anybody- 
else. There is real skill in the making 
and baking of a good muffin and pop- 
over, in the popover we want some* 
thing entirely different from the tex- 
ture of the muffin. The inel/^ ,of the> 
popover is hollow or made upDAf verr 
large bubbles, so we must remember 
not to beat the eggs only enough to 
mix them, as' the popover uses the> 
eggs solely for the lightening. In all 
cakes in which eggs are^used for the 
lightening the oven should be slow. 
With popovers It la extremely essen-t 
tial for their perfection that the ovea 
should be slow at first. As the pop- 
over batter Is thin, if heat is applied 
too rapidly at first the.mass begins1 to- 
expand quickly and the'mixture being 
so thin the walls of the air cells burst 
and the popover refuses to pop.,^Hav& 
the oven <so slow, that the popovera 
rlsej^ery slowly the first 20 minutes. 


Popovers—Take three eggs, a pint 


of-milk and a pint of flour, sifted be- 
fore measuring and a teaspoonful of 
salt. Greasejnlne deep cups or muffin 
pans; this is another point not usually- 
followed; a shallow gem pan will not 
do, the deep, granite cups -make thel 
best popovers; they wjll then rise <J to? 
8 inches high. Break the eggs into ai 
bowl without separating the yolks! 
^rom the whites, beat just enough to 
mix them, then add the milk. In al. 
second bowl have the flour and salt , 
and add the egg mixture slowly, beat- 
ing well until smooth. Strain through 
a sieve and put into the cups, they- 
'should be two-thirds full. They,wilt 
be done In 50 minutes and should lje 
as light as a feather when lifted. The 
Interior is always slightly moist and 
they should be served without being 
piled on one another. 


Cold popovers may be opened like, 


cream puffs and filled with any desired 
filling, then served as a dessert or for 
a child's lunch. If filled with a good 
custard this is a most desirable 
sert for children.

In the popover we want some­ 
thing entirely different from the tex< 
tnre of the muffln. The lnslr|f .of tho 
popover is hollow or made up< i t verjr 
large bubbles, so we must remember 
not to beat the eggs only enough to 
mix them, as the popover uses tho 
eggfl solely for the lightening. 
In all 
cakes In which eggs are used for tho 
lightening the oven should be slow. 
With popovers it Is extremely essen^ 
tial for their perfection that the oven 
ahould be slow at first. 
As the pop* 
over batter is thin, If heat is applied* 
too rapidly at first the mass begins to 
expand quickly and the mixture belttii 
ao thin the walls of the air cells burst 
and the popover refuses to pop.. Havo 
the oven .so slow, that the popovera 
rise_very slowly the first 20 minutes. 
Popovers—Take three eggs, a pint 
of tnilk and a pint of flour, sifted be**, 
fore measuring and a teaspoonful of 
salt. Grease nine deep cups or muffln 
pans; this is another point not usually 
followed; a shallow gem pan will not 
do, the deep granite cups make th^ 
best popovers; they will then rise 6 to^ 
8 inches high. Break tho eggs into a: 
bowl without separating the yolksi 
from the whites, beat just enough to 
mix them, then add the milk. 
In li 
second bowl have the flour and salt 
and add the egg mlxturo slowly, beat­ 
ing well until smooth. Strain through 
a sieve and put into the cups, they^ 
'should be two-thirds full. 
They will 
be done in 50 minutes and should h^ 
as light as a feather when lifted. The 
Interior is always slightly moist and 
they should be served without being 
piled on one another. 
Cold popovers may be opened likQ 
cream puffs and filled with any desired 
filling, then served as a dessert or for 
a child’s lunch. 
If filled with a good 
custard this is a most desirable des-^ 
sert for children.

Undaunted by Breaking Her Leg Five 


r Time* and No»e Three Timea—Con- 
! ducts School For Aviator* and Super- 
' intends Erection of Her Own Ma- 


• chines. 


Berlin.—Melli Beese, Germany's fa- 


mous woman aviator, announces her 
intention of trying for the great honor 
of being the first air pilot to fly across 
the Atlantic, for which purpose she Is 
constructing her owu hydroaeroplane. 


Melli Reese is widely known not only 


as a daring flier and as Germany's only 
woman aeroplane pilot, but as the only 
.woman in the world who conducts a 
flying school, of which she herself IB 
the principal, and who makes a busi- 
ness of designing and manufacturing 
flying machines. A small, lithe figure, 
Frau Beese is a beautiful woman of 
about thirty. She won a pilot's license 
more than four years ago, the first to 
be granted to a woman in Germany. 
She is not discouraged by the fact that 
she has broken her legs in five places, 
sustained fractures of several ribs and 
•has broken her nose three times in 
tumbles out of the air. 
These accl- 


• 'dents, she declares, were the fault of 
Jber teachers and did not happen when 
'she herself was "at the wheel. 


• When seen at the Johannisthal flying 
field, where more than.. 300 machines 
are stationed. Fran Beese said: "Yes, I 
"am going to be among those who will 
be the first to try to fly across the At- 
lantic. If I cannot be the first to pilot 
arflying machine to America at least I 
wont to be the first woman to achieve 
that honor. I am constructing a new 
type of "hydroaeroplane, which will be

completed in a few weeks. I will test 
it thoroughly on the North sea. and If 
it proves satisfactory it will serve as a 
model for a larger craft to be used in 
a transatlantic attempt next spring. I 
will begin work on the big machine 
this summer. I will personally pilot 
my machine, assisted by my husband 
and two mechanics. My designs are 
for a craft that will be able to cross 
the ocean in thirty-five hours." 


Frau Beese some time ago married 


one of her pupils. She has turned out 
about forty pilots from her school. She 
now owns six aeroplanes. Speaking of 
the development of aviation, she said: 


"The future development of aviation 


so far as tbe sport is concerned, espe- 
cially for women, lies upon tbe water, 
where it is easy to fly and there is lit- 
tle danger. Il i< only when the manu- 
facturers recoirnix.e this that flying will 
attain the popularity it deserves." 


Fran Beese said that German boys 


who formerly ran off to sea to become 
sailors are now brought by their par- 
ents to the flying school to be turned 
Into pilots, although they are not al- 
ways promising material. 
She said

knowledge. They have more presence 
of mind than the men and act quickly 
in an emergency.

Record Breaking Numbor. (. 


Topeku, Knu.—Thrw "ud one-half 


tons of tlsh from an acre iish pond in 
three years—this Is the record claimed 
by Professor L. JL. Dychc, state flsh 
and game warden of Kansas, for one 
of the experimental ponds at the state 
flsh hatchery at Pratt. And Professor 
Dyche says that he could do it again, 
he is confident, with a little care—and, 
a water supply. Professor Dyche be- 
lieves that Kansas can be made a 
great flsh state. Hunting, he said re- 
cently, is out of the question, but he 
holds that there is sufficient rainfall In 
the state to keep and raise fish by the 
wholesale. 


By actual count Dyche and his help- 


ers " removed 20,448 fish, weighing a 
total of wore than 6,780 pounds, from 
one pond, a one acre pond, last spring. 
The pond was stocked in 1010 with 
10,000 yearlings. 
Next summer any 


Kansas farmer who has a pond can 
get as many flsh as are needed to stock 
It free from the state flah hatchery1 
and begin raising tons of flsh for him- 
self. 
The flsh with which Dyche 


stocked his pond included black bass, 
crapple, blue gill sunflsh, common 
green sunflsh, bull head catfish, a few 
hickory shad, German carp and about 
300 goldfish. The goldfish are supplied 
as food for the others.
